Mr. Albert Rosp, of Long 
Valley, recently disposed of u quantity 
at these figures. The freight on apples 
from Liegan to Reno is 40 ce&ts per 
owt., while from Liegan to San Fran- 
cisco it is only 35 cents per cwt., being 
five cents less a cwt. from Liegau to 
San Francisco than from Liegan to 
Reno. Honey Lake apples find ready 
sale in the city, and with these freight 
rates it is quite apparent that it pays 
better to ship to San Francisco. With 
a little water to start with almost any 
plot of land in this valley may be planted 
with trees and a good orchard started. 
The lack of a market has herttolorn 
been tbe great objection to this sort of 
enterprise, but there is no doubt that 
this is now to bn removed. Some time 
ago a letter was published in the Advo- 
cate from Mr. McDonogb, of the firm 
of McDonogb & Johnson, Commission 
Merchants of San Francisco, in which 
be said that be would be in the valley 
about the first of December to purchase 
winter apple*.
